The fullest description of the line.at present 
under construction from Damascus to Mecca 
which has as yet appeared is an account 
written by Auler Pesha:in a recent supple- 
mentary number of “Petermans Mitteilungen,” 
The total distance to be traversed has been 
estimated at 1,750 kilometres. The line has 
already reached Tebuk, 750 kilometres from 
Damascus. It is expected to be completed in 
1913, or 1910 ifthe sections between Jeddah 
and Mecca and Mecca and Medina are simul- 
tancously put in hand, One of tho greatest 
obstacles has been the carriage of materials, 
which had, at its inception, to be brought 
entirely by the French line from Beyrout via 
Damascus to El Mezeirib in the valley of the 
Nahr Yarmuk, an eastern tributary of tho 
Jordan. Attempts to purchase the French 
line failed, and.Turkey was obliged to.construct 
& parallel line to Derash, just west of El 
Mezeirib. The British concession from Haifa 
to Damascus waz, however, purchased, and 
the lino completed to ciara: Hi to the 
necessity of making a stone bridge over tho 

Jordan, .and of constructing tunnels’ and 
aquedacta, this has formed, up to:th¢' present, 
the most expensive and Isborious ‘section of 
the route. 

Even with Haifs as a baso of operations for 
materials, land carriage is found-very ex- 
pensive, as from onwards to the present 
terminus, all wat as well ns food has to be 
brought by rail, Hence the late attempt te 
extend the Turkish sphere in'the neigtibour- 
hood of Akaba: can :be gxplained ag much by 
economic as political reagons, since eazy access 
from the Red Sed to the main line’ would 
materially expedite the work. As it seems, 
moreover, to have already considerably dimi- 
nished the expenses and hardships involved in 
reaching Mecca from the north it is probable

A SERIOUS CONFLICT.

Robertaon will sea more of the natives’ atti- 
tude than he expected, because they bear 
the remembrance in their minds of the bene- 
ficent deads which this visitor to Ezypt bas 
done in order to defend the interesta ot 
the Egyptians in the British Parliament and 
they are expectant of many bevefits through 
hia instromentality. : 


PRESS POLEMICS. 


A vigorous campsign is being waged be- 
tween “L'Bgypte” and “Al Moayad.” Opening 
with the queation of seoular versus religions 
instraction, On which M. Colrat (who avows 
himself “libre-pensear”) naturally took a dif- 
ferent line from his orthodox Moslem critios, 
it ended in the anfortonate publination by 
our French contemporary of a passage in 
which the Prophet was mentioned in a manner 
that coold not fail to shock any Moslem. 
‘‘Al-Moayad” has published au open letter to 
Idris Bey Ragheb pointing out the passage 
referred to and remarking that it is strange 
indeed tbat a paper owned by an Egyptian 
shoald publish remarks that must wound every 
right-minded Egyptian Moslem.
